front room. This note was handed to the 
police and made a part ot the mystery that 
concealed the real facts from the public. It 
was said that its contents could not be re- 
vealed uatil this morning at the inquest upon 
the body of John McKibben, who died 
last Tuesday at St. Luke’s Hospital 
from the sickness with which he 
was seized immediately after eating 
dinner with his family on Friday of last 
week. So much importance was attached to 
it, when considered with other damaging 
facts, that the police placed Maud McKibben, 
the young daugater of the dead man, under 
surveillance and practically. under arrest. 
Omcers McMulljn and Barnbrick of the 
Fourth District police were on duty in the 
house last night and this morning, and the

She Collided With the Camperdown 
Near Oypress Island. 


GOING TO THE BOTTOM FIFTEEN MIN 
UTES AFTER TRE ORASE. 


Vice-Admiral Sir George Tryon, Com- 
mander of the Fleet, and Twanty-one 
Officers Among Those Who Perished— 
The Ram of the Oamperdown Cut a 
Yawning Chasm in the Side of Her 
Sister Ship—The Water Poured In ina 
Torrent and the Hatches of the Com- 
partments Could Not Be Closed— 
Names of Some of the Lost. 


Lonrpox, June 2—The most appalling marine 
disaster of the century took place to-day in 
the Mediterranean Sea, near Tripoli, a sea- 
port fifty miles northeast of Beyroot, Syria, 
and only a short distance from the island of 
Cyprus. . 

The British ‘battleship Victoria col- 
lided with the warship Camperdown of the 
same squadron and the former sunk in a few 
minutes, carrying with her at least four 
hundred sailors tothe dottom of the sea, 
among.them being twenty-one officers and 
Vice- Admiral Tryon. 

The Victoria, which flew the flag of Vice- 
Admiral Sir George Tryon, K. C. B., was 
with other ships of the Mediterranean squad- 
ron, engaged in naval maneuvers. While 
thus engaged the Admiiral’s ship came in col- 
lision with the Oamperdown, under com- 
mand of Capt. Charlies Johnstone. 

Dow TO DEATH. 

The Victoria bad an enormons hole knocked 
in her side through which the water poured 
like a torrent. The immense bull of the great 
battle ship began af once to settle and before 
those on board of her could cast loose their 
main poats she went to the bottém of the 
sea, carrying with her a great part of her 
Officers and crew, Some two hundred of the 
crew managed to get out of the suction 
caused by the sinkiag vessel and were recued. 

The first reports ofthe disaster stated that 
about two hundred men had been drowned, 
but later dispatches show that the loss of 
life was tar greater, not less than 400 lives 
having been lost, 

The ship went down in less than fifteen 
minutes, so quickly did the water pour 
through the ga wound in her hall. 

Capt. Bourke in command ot the 
Victoria when she sank. According to the 
Navy list the prineipal officers of the Victoria 
were: Vice-Admiral Sir George Tryon; 
Captain Maurice A. Bourke; Oommander 
Charles L. Ottley; Chaplain Rev. Samuel 8. 
O. Morris; Fleet Surgeon Thomas Bolsyer; 
Fieet Paymaster Valentine D. J. Rickord; 
Fleet Engineer Felix Foreman.

As soon as the officers ofthe Victoria saw 
that there was danger of their ship founder- 
ing orders were givento close the collision 
bulkheads in order to keep the water in 
the compartment into which the Camper- 
down had shoved her ram. The sallors

ing to shut them the vessel, with her im-

As soon as the news of the disaster became 
known in London the Duke of Edinburg, who 
was lately promoted to the position of Ad- 
miral of. the fleet, visited the Admiralty and 
conferred with the officials there. 

A meeting of the Admiralty Board was held 
and a telegram of instructions was sent to 
Rear Admiral Markham. 


EXCITEMENT IN LONDON. 


The news of the calamity has caused the 
most intense excitement, not only among 
those who had friends on board the ni - fated 
ship, but among all classes of the population. 
The Admiralty Office at Whitehall is besieged 
by tives and friends of the officers and 
crew, reporters seeking further details of 
the disaster and throngs of people attracted 
by curiosity. Sodens was the throng in the 
Vicinity that the admiralty officers were com- 
pelled to summon the police to restrain the 
crowd. 

No information has been received at the 
admiralty since the receipt of Rear Admiral 
Markham’s official telegram given below. 

All official telegrams in regard to the loss 
of the ship will be sent at onceto the Queen 
at Windsor Castle. Assoonas her majesty 
received Rear Admiral Markham’s dispatch 
which was immediately for warded to her, 
she gave orders for the postponement of the 
State ball that was to have taken place at 
Buckingham Palace to-night.

A FORMER ACCIDENT. 

LONDON, June 23.—In January of last year 
the Victoria ran aground off the Greek Coast, 
neur Platea, and she was only floated off 
after an immense amount of labor and large 
expense. It was said that this accl- 
dent was due to carelessness. A boat’s 
crew of the Victoria was sent to mark with a 
buoy a shoal, the extent of which was known 
to the Victoria’s officers. The shoal is a nar- 
row one and extends out from the Greek 
shore. The crew was notified to proceed 
along the shoal from the shore until ten 
fathoms of water was reached and then mark 
the spot witha buoy. When within a hun- 
dred yards of the end the boat got 
of the shoal and as the +» next 
soundin showed ten fathoms of 
water, the buoy was anchored.

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The Pope’s Objects in Studying 
the American Question. 


The One Was to Contribute to National 
Church Unification. 


THE OTHER TO BRING THE CHURCH IN 
LINE WITH DEMOCRACY. 


The United States, so Well Understood by 
the Holy Father, Furnished the Model 
for His Plans—The Adversaries of Leo 
XIII. Not so Much Opposed to His 
School Policy as to His Leaning To- 
ward Democracy. 


New York, June 23.—There is printed here 
this morning over the nom de plume ‘‘Inno- 
minto’’ a letter bearing date of Rome, June 
g, which purports to be a correct statement 
of the Pope’s democratic ideas, particularly 
as regards church affairs in this country. The 
writer says: 

When Leo XIII., induced by circumstan- 
ces, set about studying the American ques- 
tion, he had two ideas: To contribute to the 
work of national unification and to bring the 
church in line with democracy aud the insti- 
tutions of the United States. The United 
States, so thoroughly understood by the pon- 
tiff, furnished him with a model to look upon 
and to imitate, and also with an occasion for 
intervention, because in the United States it 


was his mission to maintain them which it 


Was necessary to implant there. Let us 
not forget therefore that for every ob- 
server the American directions of the 
holy father are closely linked with 
the whole modern evolution of the papacy. 
Consequently the adversaries of the Pope and 
of his policy have been by no means deceived 
in regard to the recent ramifications of the 
pontifical initiatives. They were less opposed 
to the school instructions of the holy father 
than to the central ideas of his pontificate, 
his intellectual leaning toward democracy, 
that new compase which the great pilot 
placed in the bows of the ship. This arriere 
penze explained the universality and the 
bitterness of the opposition in Europe 
against the mission of Mgr. Satolll, the tol- 
erari posse of the propaganda and the situa- 
tions brought about in the school question. 
The adversaries of Mgr. Satolli and of Mgr.

The Board of Health found itself in sucha 


Geplorable state of entanglement over the 


garbage question that the assistance of the 
City Counselor had to be invoked to devise a 
solution of the problem which presents itself. 
Another blundér has been committed and the 
Board now finds that it can not even relet 
the contracts under the old ordi- 
nance for the regulur term because 
of a fallure to give the required notice by 
public advertisement for bids. The impres- 
sion entertained by the Health Commissioner 
and the other members of the board was 
that a ten days’ notice was all tke law re- 

quired. A closer inspection ofthe ordinance 
revealed the fact that after the contracts had 
been once let before a reletting could be bad 
notice must be given by publication for at 
least forty and not more than sixty days de- 
fore the date set for receiving bids. 

According to this, bids should have been 
advertised for some time in the middle of 
May, just about the time the Mayor was 
after Dr. Brennan’s official scalp. The inter- 
estaroused by the importance of the pro- 
ceedings in the Mayor’s high court of chan- 
cery seems to have thrown all minor matters 
into the shade, and the members of the 
board, fromthe Mayor down, lost sight en- 
tirely of Col. Ed Butler and his contracts.

JUSTICE BLATCHFORD.

Very Probable He Will Retire From the 
Supreme Bench on Recovery. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 24.—It has been 
stated that Justice Blatchford is not so ill as 
reported in the press dispatches, but the pos- 
sibility of his retirement from the dench 
after recovery from his present attack 18 
generally recognized. It is said that his phy- 


sician has advised such a course, holding that 
the two slight attacks of paralysis from 
which ne has sufferea may, through mental 
and physical strain, develop into something 
worse. Should Justice Blatchford resign, it 
is conceded that Mr. Cleveland would appoint 
aDemocrat. Even, however, with a Democrat 
chosen, there wouid still be a Republican 
majority in the Supreme Court. Of the nine 
members three are Democrats—Chief Justice 
Fuller and Justices Field and Jackson. With 
a Democratin the place of Justice Blatch- 
ford there would be five Republicans ieft. 
The political complexion of the court would 
be more nearly divided than the figures show 
upon their face, as Justice Brewer, who is a 
nephew to Justice Field, is more nearly inde- 
pendent than anything else. He is a very 
plain man, with a habit of speaking his mind 
in as few words as possibile.

n order to Ave a historical character to the 

bition, one of the oldest and mst mem- 
oradie sites in Vienna was selected tor the 
reproduction of the Hohe Markt (high mart), 
on which Marcus Aurelius terried with his 
legions. This site presented the same ap- 
peanapos as 200 years ago, in the time of 
eopoid I. and the Turkigh wars. 

This imitation of an old public square, with 
its shady bowers, its old sianting roofs „Aying 
kites and sacred pictures on the walis, was 
certainly a masterpiece in decorative Art. 
The houses were bullt of rough boards and 
exteriorly decorated with comic pictures. No 
broken, pane was missing, no fying garment 
hung ub to dry. Patina and Altersgrau were 
fully portrayed, the whole forming a beauti- 
fully colore picture of city life of ancient 
Vienna and one of the strongest features of 
the exhibition. 

The immense rotunda was divided into 
three concentric circles. An artificial 
garden was laid out in the centeratthe ex- 
pense of Baron Rothschild; green lawns with 
well-trained trees clustered together, form- 
ing a pleasant retreat. About this center, 
attached to the pillars, which extend to the 
réof of the rotunda, a number of stage in- 
teriors and pictares of stage scenes were 
represented by the most rominent scene 
painters of the world. he outer circle 
was divided into two parellct circles, con- 
taining the exhibits of the historical part of 
the exhibition, some of which were hung on 
the walls, s0me placed on stalls and others 
in glass cases. One-half of these two 
circles was devoted tothe historical stage 
exhibits, and the other half tothe bistorical 
musical exhibits. 

Everything was grouped systematically 
and the rank of the different artists noticed 
at the first glance. Entering the southern 
portal, we find a first-class ethhographical 
collection and many memorials of the an- 
cient history of the theater and of music. 
Here were large collections in glass cases of 
musical instruments of Asta, Africa and 
America, and particularly fascinating were 
tlie colored photographs of the charming 
Japanese dancing girls of the present day. 

As we enter the circle of the rotunda and 
turn to the right we will see relics of medi &- 
val drama, thes py een comedy, the drama 
of the Jesuits, of the Passion play out of 
which the stage theater of to day is devel- 
oped. The pictures of the decorations and 
Stage effects of the comedy of the 3 N 
show wonderful developments in 
technique. Two life-sized costumes o irs 
devil (sent from the Tyrol) really startled 
our most Visionary ideas of the Middle Ages. 

The Court in Vienna at the time of Leopold 
I. took great interes fin the theater. As we 
from booth to booth, from the seventeenth to 
the eighteenth century, the names and pic- 
tures grow more famillar. From the travel- 
ing troupes to the English comédians we 
reach Gottsched and from there go to Less- 
ing.

OPENED BY THE EMPEROR. ' 

On the ith of May, 1892, Emperor Franz 
Joseph opened the exhibition with great 
solemnity. It was one of those fickle May 
days which occur so frequently in Vienna. 
The sum wastrying to plerce through the 

clouds, the air was damp and cool from «the 

rain of the previous days. A tragicomical, 

but purely local occurrence, the strike of the 
hackmen, compelled the majority of tue 
wealthy ‘visitors to travel by horse cars and 
omnibuses. ‘ Private coaches 
fabulous prices for a trip through the 
Prater. But such slight annoyances of time 
and weather did not mar the splen- 
dor ofthe opening in the least. The court 
military appeared in their parade uni- 
forms, the ladies of the aristocracy in most 
élegant tollets, the gentiemen in dress sults 
and white ties. At 11 a. m. the elite of Vienna 
had gathered in the grand avenue of the 
Exhibition Park under waving vanners to re- 
celve the Emperor. Under the leadership of 
Joseph Hellmesberger, the singing society 
and orchestra united in the na ional hymn, 
Margrave Pallayicini, the President o 
Exhibition Committee, delivered a short ad- 
dress tothe King, whereupon the latter an- 
swered as follows: 

It gives me great pleasure to see that here 
in Vienna, the trae home of music and art, 
such an im port: int Movement has originated, 
and thanks to the co-operation of exhibitors. 
both foreign and domestic, the exhibition 
gains its desired end. 

Tne Emperor in company with the Arch- 
duke, Carl Ludwig, and his followers, then 
passed from the Music Hall, through the 
west portal into the rotunda and here viewed 
the historical, musical and theatrical exhi- 
bition, every section of which was superia - 
tended by its respective exhibitor. 

This round trip lasted nearly two hours. 
Toward 1o0’clock the first inspection of the 
scientific and artistic treasures was con- 
cluded when the Emperor passed to tue 
most popular section of the exhibition, the 
„obe larket, which was ss! by the 
architect, Oscar M rmorek, and 


copper piate of Vischer, 1660. One charac- 
teristic of this grand old Viennese city square 
has been mentioned. His majesty passed to 
the center of the square to take a view ot the 
whole. It is Charming and magonilicent,’' 
he repeated. 

The leading merchants and industries of 
Vienna exhibited heir pro luets in this old 
section of Vienna, so that it presented a 
lively bustling business center. Some of 
these establishments were actually located 
on the Hohe Market, 200 years ago, and 
have now erected their booth in the old- 
fashioned style; for example, the drug store 
bearing the sign, „Zum schwarzen Hund,“ 
(the black dog’’) which now occuples half 
ofalarge building, and well known tothe 
housekeepers of Vienna, 178 in a modest 
little booth with an old-fashioned sign. 
Many of the manufacturers exhibited numer- 
ous antiquated styles and wares, as for in- 
stance,those of Habig,the hat manuf icturer, 
and Lobmayer, the celebrated glass man- 
facturer. Ihe former exhibited the various 
styles in hats for the past 200 years.
